J o n a t ha n N. H yde was b orn June 5 
1*34, at Lexington, Ohio, and died at his 
home m North Dixon yesterday noon, as 
was b riefly announced in this paper. 
On 
Wednesday of last week lie wu« prostra 
ted with paralysis and found unconscious 
in a r< om of the » State capitol at Spring­ 
field, and was b rought here on Saturday 
When a young man of twenty he came 
to Illinois and located at Malugins Grove, 
in this county where b e was engaged for 
some time in the mercantile b usiness! On 
luly Mth I 860, he was married w ith Mary 
C. Carnahan. 
When the alarm of reb ellion against the 
constitution and the Nation was sounded 
he, on the sth day of August, 1*32, was 
ready to join the hosts of patriots in the 
cause of lib erty anil union, and therefore 
enrolled his name as a memb er of Com­ 
pany “ K, ” Seventy Filth Illinois Volun­ 
teer Infantry, b ut was upon the organiza­ 
tion of the regiment elected sergeant.
